the full details of which have Just 


come to light, though they are not of 
very recent date. 
The little "Wurtem- 


berg town of Mergentkeim boasts a vol- 
unteer ambulance corps, which, took into 
its head to change its leader, electing a 
Dr. Sambeth to that position. His prede- 
cessor in office. Dr. Schumm, was much, 
annoyed by the loss of the post. and. 
wrote to Dr. Sambeth, asserting that th» 
latter owed his success to an Intrigue 
of a "shameless and dishonorable" char- 
acter. Before the civil courts Dr. Sam- 
beth was able to prove that his conducts 
in the affair had been blameless, and hla 
llbeler was fined 523. 


"HONOR" AT STAKE. 


If tho parties to the squabble had been 


ordinary mortals there the matter would 
have ended. But they were botli mem- 
bers of the Army Medical Reserve, and 
so subject to those military rules of 
'honor" which even the corrosive irony 
of Schopenhauer was unable to destroy. 
Dr. Sambeth was accordingly cited before- 
a "Court of Honor" to show why he had 
not challenged Dr. Schumm, to a. duel, 
which It -appeared In the course of the 
Inquiry the latter was anxious to bring 
about. The wronged man explained that 
he had refrained from seeking the repara- 
tionn of arms, out of consideration for the 
"Divine command, human law, the dic- 
tates of reason and the welfare of his 
family. " These objections, however, had 
no weight with his Judges, who found him 
"guilty of an offense against the honor 
of his station, because he had omitted 
to procure adequate satisfaction, con- 
formable with his position, for the serious 
Insult put upon him In a quarrel with 
a. professional colleague." 
It was fur- 


ther adjudged that he should be punnlshed 
by the humiliation of "simple discharge" 
from his military rank. 


This Judgment was submitted for con- 


firmation to the Emperor, whose de- 
cision contains the following passage: 


"A rejection of duelling in principle, on 


the grounds of religious conviction can- 
not bo made the ^subject of a Judgment 
of a court of honor, though, an Army 
Medical officer who in this respect op- 
poses the fundamental views of his col- 
eagues cannot be allowed to remain any 
longer in his position In the service. 
In 


consideration, however, of the fart that, 
according to the investigations which have 
taken place. Dr. Sambeth gave no well- 
'oundad cause for the insult offered to 
ilm, I will, as a matter of grace, al- 
ow that he at once apply for his dis- 
charge." 


DR. SAMBETH BANISHED. 


In other words, the doctor muat leave 


:lio service, if without the stigma which 
'simple discharge" would have stamped 
ilm. Both the Cathollo and Radical press 
treat this case as jet one more con- 
vincing demonstration of the total ab- 
surdity of duelling. Dr. Schumm, they 
say, utters a groaa and baseless libel, and 
refuses either to withdraw It or to apolo- 
gize; but his honor Is unaffected there- 
)y, and he remains on officer of the 
Medical Service. On. tho other hand. Dr. 
Sambeth, because In his obedience to 
:he laws of God and of his country, he 
•cfuses to seek his affronter's blood. Is 
Irlven from tho service. 
Duelling !a one of those survivals which 
n Germany would perish at once with 
he arrival of a democratic regime. It 
s an affectation of a military caste and 
f tltose who apo Its manners and ous- 
oms. 
One of the standing difficulties 


3f the War Minister In the Relchsta*; Is 
o explain why duelling Is enforced by 
he highest organs for the execution of 
he same law which forbids It. In the 
resent chamber there would be an over- 
rhelmingr majority in favor of the ef- 
fective prohibition of this relic of the 
prlmithe device of trial by ordeal. 


Somewhat analogous to the case of Dr. 


Sambeth Is that of Professor Czemy, a 
great authority on cancer, and one of th* 
most eminent doctors In Germany, who 
was lately compelled to retire from tho 
Army Medical Reserve because he had 
given expression to pronounced radical 
views In connection with the recent gen- 
eral election.

YOSEMITE VALLEY. 


One of the finest pictures in color tones 


of any book this season is that which 
forms the introduction to this new vol- 
ume—and which is entitled: 
"Sentinel 


Rock Through the Pines, Yosemite Park." 


No one can, of course, describe these 


wonderlands—for how can man translate 
the sublime Into mere words. The author 
makes little effort to do so, nevertheless 
his word pictures are in many cases ex- 
tremely fine—moit uplifting. 


For Instance, in the Yellowstone one 


reads: 


"I doubt if there Is a finer bit of 


water on this mundane sphere. We have 
seen the Scotch. Swiss, Italian and Adi- 
rondack lakes, but all of them lack some- 
thing of the indefinable charm and weird 
beauty of Yellowstone lake on such an 
evening as this. Perhaps its very loneli- 
ness and remoteness lend not a little to 
the sentiment that o'ermasters one. What 
a fit setting this virgin wilderness, far 
from the hum of cities and sacred from 
tlie huntsman's gun, forms for it! The 
pelican, winging his way directly over 
the rowboats, unscared, and a flock of 
wild ducks floating yonder 
within 
a 


stone's throw from where you sit, give 
you a sense of strangeness. 
Elsewhere 


one may not find these shy wild things 
so careless of man's presence—and what 
tells them they are safe? 


"But the evening advances; th© length- 


ening shadows sweep over 
the 
brig"nt 


waters which glow mysteriously bene,ath 
the opalescent 
skies. Momentarily "the 


colors change; amber—amethyst—sapphire 
—seem to prevail in turn; then the glow 
fades from the rippling surface, -which 
becomes a deep steel-blue mirror for, the 
mountains and stars. But we are Indeed 
favored tonight; a copper-colored 
moon 


is peeping 
over 
the eastern peaks; it 


gains in radiance as it 
ascends 
the 


heavens and flings a long streak of, fire 
across the dancing wavelets. The whole 
scene Is transformed as by enchantment; 
the mountains become weird-pyramids and 
towers, vast, ill-defined and unreal; the 
somber pines hide unimaginable mys- 
teries; every nook and cranny of 
the 


sinuous shore line Is peopled with ghostly 
habitants; one becomes oblivious of the 
inn and his fellow beings and Imagines 
himself the first human being who has 
ever beheld the entrancing scene. He be- 
holds Yellowstone lake, virginal, undis- 
covered, alone, In the heart of an un- 
known wonderland."

press Dowager, Lung Tu, widow of the 
Emperor Kwang Hsu:

woman between 43 and 47 ytars of age, 
ugly according to Chinese standards, with 
an unpleasantly sallow complexion.

with Chang Te or with the little em- 
peror, who lived with her and was un- 
der her charge, though the infant ruler 
saw more of her eunuch than of his 
adopted mother. The correspondent says: 


"Except on festive days, the Empress 


Dowager sees few people. Then princes, 
ministers and their wives are invited to 
the palace and entertained with theat- 
ricals. The theater in the Sea palace 
stands in the middle of the lake and 
consists of four summer houses or pavil- 
ions connected by bridges. 
In one is 


the stage, and opposite It is the pavil- 
ion reserved for the Empress Dowager 
and her iady guests. 
The pavilions at 


the sides are occupied by princes and 
ministers. 
They are curtained, for men 


are not allowed to see the Empress Dow- 
ager 
This rule is strictly kept, and 


thus there are no state banquets given 
at the Manchu court, and 
men and 


women feast 
separately. 


Princess Tsal Hsun, wile Ot the Em- 


peror's uncle. Prince Tsal Hsun, is de- 
scribed as tho leader of Manchu society's 
smart set. The correspondent says: 


"She is a very stout and rather loud 


wpman, very fond of diamonds. It is only 
within the last four years that these 
have come into fashion with Manchu 
ladles.

known, and tb.ey were thought fo be only 
glass ornaments. But ladies like Princess

HORTICULTURAL EXHIBIT. 


Among-the many exhibits that were 


open to visitors was that of horticul- 
ture. Located as the farm is In the 
Sacramento Valley 
its 
problems in 
horticulture are naturally those con- 
cerning the valley. As an example 
tho peach is a crop of Immense value 
and on the farm will be found 22 va- 
rieties now regarded as of moro or less 
commercial value. There are aHo 90 
varieties which are now being tested 
In an endeavor to secure others that 
may be added to the commercial list 
of those now grown. 
There is a large number of varieties 


of other fruits and nuts. In all cases 
experiments are being conducted In an 
endeavor to Improve existing varieties 
or to develop new ones. There are 15 
varieties of almonds, 20 of .apples, 9 
of apricots, 5 of cherries, 18 of plums, 
6 of prunes, 8 of pears and 18 vari- 
eties of walnuts. There are not only 
18 different varieties, but these are 
grafted to 29 different kinds of root 
stock, thus giving on opportunity for 
a test and experiment of very wide 
range. 


Aside from the experimental work 
attached to the different varieties of 
fruits the students are able to obtain 
a practical acquaintance with the 
proper methods of cultivation, irriga- 
tion, spraying, pruning and all other 
operations that are connected -with 
successful orchard work. 


MODEL VINEYARD. 


Twenty acres, divided 
Into 
eight 


Mocks of equal size, is devoted to the 
experimental vineyard. The vines are 
planted six feet apart In a row with 
the rows 12 feet apart, thus giving 
about 600 vines to the acre. Many ol 
the table varieties are new to Califor- 
nia and in a few years the farm will 
be able to supply any number of cut- 
tings 
of 
recommended varieties of 
choice grapes 
to interested parties. 
There are at the present about 60 va- 
rieties of choice table, raisin and wine 
grapes. There is also an assortment 
of resistant and vinifera varieties.

In agricultural Industry, new pests hav« 
been added to Interfere with the^ptoir- 
ress. 
The Hessian fly, San Jose scale 


and coddling moth are examples of tha 
obstacles placed In the way to prevent 
the perfect growth. " 


These pests usually lay dormant and 


unnoticed until they become too numer- 
ous to be exterminated. Once they ob- 
tain a foothold, however, they are estab- 
lished to stay, and add their toll to tha 
Immense loss already levied on the far- 
me_r and fruit grower by native insects. 


"Wlille much time as well as money Is 


being expened In trying to find artificial 
method* of destroying these pests, we too 
often overlook, one of nature's means of 
controlling them, which Is the birds. It 
may be an easy matter to destroy the 
bird life on the farm, but It Is not so 
easy to control the* Insect, weed and ro- 
"dent foes which are sure-to follow such 
destruction. 


It Is a well, established fact that the 


destruction of the useful birds of this 
country has been followed by a marked 
Increase in pests which devastate the 
crops, causInR a subsequent loss to the 
farm and''fruit grower.

OVANDO, Mont.,, May 11.—;Hunting of 


mountain lions in the fastnesses of the 
Rocky Mountains In Montana Is becom- 
ing one of the most popular of big game 
sports as a result of the efforts of Joo 
Wabllllg, one of the best-known hunters 
and trappers In the Northwest Wabllllg 
lives In,the,Swan river country, tha big 
hunting territory Of the Flatheads, the 
Kootenols, Kallspell* and other Indians, 
about tliras miles from Holland lake, In 
a section densely Umbered and fringed 
with the loftiest of mountain 
range*. 


Three days' drive Is necessary to reach 
Wablllig'* place from the nearest railroad 
point, Drommond, on the main line of 
the Northern pacific railroad. 


'Wabllllg has to his record the slaying 


of about thirty mountain lions In the 
course of several years. He now hag the 
aid of the finest of Airedale dogs In the 
state. No other dog ha* been found so' 
well fitted for lion scenting. Whan onoe 
they have struck a,trail they never leave 
It, i and until they have the. lion treed 
and their ,baylng haa brought*their mas- 
tar to the scene, where they have^thplr 
quarry, their chase Is Incessant. 


Wabllllg haa made several Ineffectual 


efforts to domesticate mountain lions for 
their pelts, but without succes*. Week* 
of captivity failed utterly to so(ten the 
spirits or'the boasts, and finally 'Wabll- 
llg; was compelled to turn over the ani- 
mals to various zoo* throughout

Up to the present 
time It has been, thought that the 
marsh mosquitoes that came to this 
town every summer and fraternized 
with tho less aggressive house mo- 
squitoes made" the trip to the high- 
lands via tho air route. , 
According to Dr. Kenneth F. Junor

It appears that tho 
marsh mosquitoes are in tho habit of 
boarding tho trains as they pass over 
the meadows and entering Montclair 
as railroad passengers. It la said 'that 
the visitors from the marshes spend 
the night here, and presumably th?y 
return to tholr familiar habitat tho 
next morning*.

One of the Lackawanna officials 
said that It is altogether probable that 
the mosquitoes mako their way to 
Montclair on freight trains, but ho did 
not think It possible that any of the 
anopheles are spry enough to board 
the company's font flying passenger 
trains. He Intimated that there was a 
strong probability of the»mosquitoes 
commuting by passenger train over a 
rival road, whoso trains have a more 
leisurely gait.

They have 
been getting spine-Jolts of. late, however. Only the 
"other day British1'Ambassador Bribe passed them by ' 
and registered at ..the- Stewart. -Major-General 
Arthur Murray, U. S. A., has done likewise. Quite 
recently M. Cassimir Perier of Paris, son of one of 
France's most distinguished presidents, gave them 
the overlook and went to the Bellevue. Twenty such 
cases have happened during the past few six or 
eight weeks. 


However, as the agreement is said to effect an 


aggregate saving in expenses of 890,000 a year to 
the three hotels, it will no doubt run along indefi- 
nitely and probably lead to a merged or single 
management by the time the exposition opens.

Exposition Directors in Rebellion 


Exposition directors have rebelled. 
Since the honor of being appointed directors was 


bestowed upon these thirty and odd prominent citi- 
zens and up to date they have dug down into their 
own pockots for all entertaining and banquet ex- 
penses. They footed the entire bill when President 
Taft came here to throw the first spadeful of earth. 
II was a prelly penny, Lou. The visit oi ioouer Gov- 
ernor David R. Francis of Missouri was another 
case. Still another instance was when the Governors 
of Nevada, Utah, Oregon, Washington, Idaho and 
South Dakota were here, and when the New York 
legislative committee appeared on the scene. Many 
other Governors and distinguished personages, who 
must be entertained, are coming before the fair 
opens its gates. In addition to the responsible work 
they have to do and the time required to do it, the 
directors are already considerable out of pocket. A 
halt in this personal expense for entertaining fair 
visitors of importance must be called some time, 
they think, and now, in their opinion, is the proper 
moment. Each of them has already subscribed 
liberally to the exposition fund? and they think they 
should not be expected to personally pay any more 
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for needed receptions and entertainments to properly 
accredited visitors. 


The proposition in some shape, it is said, will soon 


come before the directors as a body for definite 
action. Some few of them are of the opinion that 
it will be good policy to let the matter slide along 
for awhile "or until the work of the exposition is 
farther advanced and the public begins to see defi- 
nite results in the way of grounds laid out and 
buildings started. 
The Celestial Queue Scarce 


The queue in v Chinatown has become so rare a 


thing that tourists are complaining to their guides, 
wanting to know what has become of the "Chinese 
pig tails." With a keen eye to business, therefore, 
the Chinese merchants are rounding up some of the 
older men, who have not parted with their head 
adornment, as a special prize exhibit for the benefit 
of tourists to whom a Chinaman is a comparative 
stranger. The queue, of course, is fast disappearing 
atf one of the results of the Chinese revolution. With 
its abandonment, Chinese are also beginning to 
rapidly drop the native dress. There are said to be 
18,0(>0 Chinese in the local colony and about 60,000 
in the State. The latter include the large colonies 
in Oakland, Los Angeles, Sacramento, Stockton and 
San Jose. A prominent Chinese merchant 
said 


yesterday that fully a quarter of all his countrymen 
in California have already adopted the American 
dress. He predicts that within three years the 
Chinese costume will be a rare sight in the United 
States. 


Another effect of the revolution has been to boom 


the Chinese newspapers. Four dailies are now 
published in Chinatown, they being the only daily 
issues on the mainland in this country. In Hawaii 
there are two dailies. New York has' one Chinese 
paper, a semi-weekly. Next month it is to become 
a daily. One of the dailies here, the Young China, 
was originally started several years ago by Dr. Sun 
Yat Sen, the distinguished revolutionist, and General 
Homer Lea, his able supporter, in connection with 
some of their local and progressive Chinese friends. 
All of them have been printing cable news from 
China and still continue to do so. They are being 
widely read by the Chinese in every nook and corner 
of the State. Each of the four dailies here are said 
to be paying annually 10 per cent In dividends and 
more. The Chung Sai Yat Po daily is represented 
as paying 20 per cent a year and to have "paid 400 
per cent during the past twelve years. 
Fortune Spent for Pleasure 


Frank Thompson, who is making a fight in the 


Superior Court to get back from his daughter and a 
trust' company $250,000 he placed in the latter a 
couple of years ago, has spent more money on wine, 
woman and song in this burg during the past six 
years than any other single individual. James M. 
Dunphy's spendthrift career pales into insignificance 
compared with the Thompson record. The latter, 


who is an attractive, companionable fellow, has, 
while in his cups, been robbed right and left by 
false friends of both sexes. His father, the late 
Captain R. R. Thompson, multi-millionaire railroad 
builder in Oregon, willed him a cool million. The 
$250,000 he is seeking to get back from the trust 
company is all that is left of it. A quarter of a mil- 
lion went to his wife and daughter when the first 
Mrs. Thompson divorced him. It is therefore no 
exaggeration to say that this man in the past six 
or seven years, mainly since the earthquake, has 
dissipated half a million dollars. In doing so, he has 
gone the limit in the way of noctural pleasures. 
Maxim's in London at night, Marigny's and the 
Folies Bergeres in Paris and the choice resorts of the 
unconventional in Berlin have probably never seen 
a man more prodigal with his coin than Thompson 
has been at times in the devious and far-flung night 
life of San Francisco from the Barbary Coast to the 
beach allurements. 


Having had "money to burn" and having burned 


it, Thompson thinks he is now mentally and physi- 
cally able to put a stop to any more such conflagra- 
tions. 
Some Wealthy Exiled Mexicans 


Mr. 
with large business interests in 


both Montreal and the City of Mexico, and who just 
returned from the latter city and is at the St. 
Francis, chatted last night about some of the de- 
posed rulers OT Mexico on condition that his name 
be withheld. Porfirio Diaz, the former president, 
he says, is quietly living in Spain on the income 
from hjs Mexican investments, one of which is a 
large interest he holds in the street railway system 
of the City of Mexico. His associates in that prop- 
erty are mostly rich Canadians. Diaz also owns a 
lot of good interest-paying bonds of Mexican steam 
roads. His holdings are therefore in such shape 
that the Madero government cannot touch them, 
even were it disposed to try to do so. The St. 
Francis guest says Diaz never tried to exploit his 
country for his private purse and is far from being 
the rich man some of his enemies aver. 


Former Minister of Finance Limantour, according 


to this man, is very wealthy and has settled down 
in a French chateau for good. His married daugh- 
ter lives in that country. Of all of Diaz's former 
political associates, he states that Ramon Coral, 
vice-president under Diaz and very unpopular, is the 
richest. He also is living in Europe. Coral, he says, 
had his finger in every financial pie that came along 
and laid the basis of his fortune while governor of 
the State of Sonora. Men surrounding Diaz pur- 
suaded him to accept another re-election some two 
years ago for their own purposes. That, he says, 
was the one big mistake Diaz ever made, one that 
finally led to his complete undoing. 
Kite Estate Being Settle d 


The estate of John R. Hite, the Mariposa million- 


aire mining man, who died in 1906, is being finally 


settled in Probate Judge Coffey's court, a fact which 
recalls how his Indian wife contested his will on be- 
half of herself and got a large sum of money 
several years ago. They had no children. 


Hite was one of many white men in the early days 


of California who had an Indian squaw for a wife 
and deserted her when society became organized in 
the State. In early days on this coast white women 
were scarce. It was because of this fact that Hite 
took to himself as wife a member of one of the 
Indian tribes in the central part of the State. As 
his wealth increased she was his aid. After years, 
when California became more thickly populated, the 
Indian wife of the wealthy miner was forced from 
her position in his home. Like hundreds of her 
kind, who accepted white husbands, she did not con- 
test her separation. She allowed her husband to 
wander off to other climes. She watched his wealth 
grow and was satisfied with the allowance he made 
for her support. It is said he tried to settle with 
her in full several years before he died but failed. 
She would sign nothing but the receipts for her 
monthly allowance. He then ignored her in his will. 
Some enterprising attorneys got hold of her after 
his death and made a contest, getting a snug sum 
for her as well as big fees for themselves. Other 
men of affluence and influence here have been more 
successful than Hite was in preventing an expose of 
their similiar matrimonial experiences. 
Long Distance Love MaKing 


The telegraph companies found in H. P. Wilson 


of New York, who is now here with his bride on a 
honeymoon trip, a very good customer while he was 
courting his wife. The latter was formerly the 
pretty Lena Dyke of Oakland and this city. One 
of the most beautiful of girls in her teens, Mrs. 
Wilson shows in both figure and face that time has 
dealt most kindly with her. During the past six 
or seven months, Wilson has had to make repeated 
trips to this coast in connection with electric light 
and power matters and as an agent for the late 
Edwin Hawley. On these occasions, according to 
those who know, he would send two long telegrams 
in the daytime and two at night to New York to the 
woman who is now his wife. He would invariably 
get in return four answers. This long-distance love 
making was kept up day after day. Presumably Wil- 
son did the same -thing when in other parts of the 
country. These love messages quickly ran up into 
money. They are said to have amounted to as high 
as $50 one day when he was here about seven weeks 
ago. 
O'Grady's Career in Office Holding 


Police Commissioner A. L. O'Grady, who, with I. 


H. Spiro, another member of the board, has been 
suspended by Mayor Rolph because of the granting 
of a liquor license to Frank J. Corr for a saloon at 
Fifth and Market streets, has had a very uncommon 
record as a public office-holder. 


O'Grady is the only official in the history of the 


city who was "fired" from the Police Commission, 
or any other office' for that matter, and got back 
again. Schmitz removed him from the Police Com- 
mission shortly after the earthquake along with Dr. 
L. Poheim. It was charged at the time that he "and 
Poheim were going into the crockery and glassware 
business with the intention of having the saloons as 
the best customers of their store. Schmitz's appoint- 
ment of O'Grady to the commission before the fire 
was a popular one. After Schmitz removed him, he 
was down and out politically for several years. Mc- 
Carthy in the last year of his term as mayor gave 
him a new lease of political life by putting him back 
on the commission. Should Rolph "fire" him now, 
he will break the record in this or probably any 
other large city for that matter, as a twice dis- 
charged official from the same office. 
Four Prominent Army Officers 


Four army officers of Uncle Sam are being much 


talked about just now by their friends here and in 
other parts of the country. They are Major Thomas 
L. Rhoades, Brigadier-General Frederick Funston, 
Major-General Thomas H. Barry and Brigadier- 
General Tasker H. Bliss, all of whom were stationed 
at the Presidio here at different times. 


Rhoades is the new military aid to President Taft, 


taking the place of the lamented Major Archie Butt, 
who was lost on the Titanic. Rhoades is the first 
army surgeon to be chosen by a President as his aide 
in the history of the government. He has many 
friends here, where he was on duty a number of 
years ago. Barry is now superintendent at West 
Point, haying gone there from here a couple of years 
ago. It is believed he will be given charge of the 
Eastern division in succession to the late Major- 
General Fred D. Grant. As a captain in 1890, Barry 
was the regular army officer attached to the Gov- 
ernor's staff of California. Markham was the chief 
executive of the State at that time. Barry made a 
stinging report to the War Department about the 
California National Guard. It was- resented at the 
time, but its correctness was afterwards acknowl- 
edged. The vacancy in the rank of major-general 
caused by Grant's death, it is thought, will either 
be filled by the appointment of Funston or Bliss, 
with the chances greatly in favor of the latter be- 
cause he retires before Funston. The latter is at 
the head of the brigadier-generals but does not reach 
the retiring age until November 29, 1929. CongwM 
jumped him over many heads because of his capture 
of Aguinaldo. On this account, both Roosevelt and 
Taft thought he could wait for further promotion 
and have repeatedly jumped older brigadiers over his 
head when it came to fillnfjaf vacant major-general- 
ships. It is believed the 'same course will be followed 
in this instance. If Bliss", 'who recently left here, 
does not get that appointment, some army officers 
think Brigadier-Generals Pershing and Wotherspooa 
stand the next best chances.

Measures Introduced Into the 


Senate and House Reported 


Favorably. 


MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 


MAY BE SAVED, CLAIM 


Much Game Is Now Slaught- 


ered and Increase Is Not 


Proportionate. 


•WASHINGTON, May 11.—Bills to pro- 


vide ' federal 
protection for migratory 


birds, -which we.ro 
Introduced 
In 
the 


United BtatM Senate by Senator McLean 
and in the House of Representatives by 
Congressman Weeks, have both been re- 
ported favorably out of committee 
The 


former was considered by 
the 
Senate 


committee on forest reservations and the 
protection of game, and the latter by the 
House committee on agriculture. 


In urging tho necessity of this legisla- 


tion, the American Game Protective and 
Propagation Association, of 111 Broadway, 
New York city, says: 


"Millions of dollars can annually 
be 


savad to the people of the United States 
by wise and conservative treatment of 
the enormous natural resources repre- 
sented by our migrants. 
Under present 


conditions countless numbers of ducks, 
geese and shore birds are slaughtered at 
a time when every female killed means 
the destruction of a small flock. At all 
times the killing goes on at a rate that 
Is out of all proportion to the natural In- 
crease. 


"E. V. Vlsart, state game -warden of 


Arkansas, reported In his endorsement of 
the Weeks' bill that 90,600 birds were sent 
from Mississippi county In one shipment 
on October 16, 1911. According to 
tho 


game warden of Louisiana, there 
were 


4,265,585 ducks, geese and shore 
birds 


killed In that state during the winter of 
1910 and 1911. 


"The favorable report on the McLean 


bill by the Senate committee contains the 
following: 
" 'Game commissioners and other offi- 


cials 
representing 
forty-three 
of 
the 


forty-eight states of the Union, together 
with some of the leading ornithologists of 
the country, appeared before your com- 
mittee, and their testimony, based upon 
years of experience and practical 
ob- 
servation, was conclusive of the fact that 
state control of migratory 
birds must, 


from the very nature of .the surrounding 
temptations and conditions, end In fail- 
ure.' 
<, 


HEAVY LOSS. 


"It is further pointed out In this re- 


port that the annual loss to tho country 
through Insect pests amounts to 
from 


5795,000,000 to $800,000,000. To bring home 
the significance of these figures, the re- 
port adds that: 
'There are about 600 


colleges In the United States today. Their 
buildings and endowments have been cen- 
turies in accumulation. The value of tho 
college and university buildings is esti- 
mated at $260^000.000 and the endowments 
at J219.000.000. 
If they should be 
de- 


stroyed tomorrow—buildings and^ndow- 
ments—the Insect tax of one yearjwouid 
replace them and leave a balance-guffl- 
clent to endow 32 new universities In '{he 
sum of $10,000.000 each. 
" *Wo have In this country today about 


20,000,000 school children, and the cost of 
their education has become by far the 
heaviest tax laid upon the surplus of'the 
country, yet It costs more by many mil- 
lions to feed our Insects than It docs to 
educate our children. If them Is any way 
In which this vast and destructive tax 
upon the national Income can bo pre- 
vented or stayed or resisted In any ap- 
preciable measure. It would seem to be 
the part of wisdom to act without delay.1 


"In conclusion the report gays: 'All of 


the foregoing ovldenco goes to demon- 
strate the existence of a'natural eco- 
nomic relation between thess three or- 
ders of life (vegetation, Insects nnd birds). 
There Is a sort of •Interdependence, and 
the existence of each one Is dependent 
upon tha existence of the others. 
But 


for the vcsretatlon the Insects would per- 
ish, and but' for tho Insects the 
birds 


would perish, and but for tho birds the 
vegetation would be shortly destroyed by 
tho unchecked Increase of 
Insect 
de- 
stroyers. 
" 'It Is the earnest recommendation of 


your committee that the pending bill re- 
ceive favorable consideration.' "

Piedmont's Park Project. 


Mayor Craig opposes the acquisition of Piedmont Park by the 


municipality of Piedmont on novel grounds. He says Piedmont 
JPark will attract an undesirable class of persons. Why? Why 


^ will undesirable persons go to Piedmont Park more than to any 


other public park or playground ? It is fair to presume that if it 
should be acquired for a public park the sale of intoxicants on 
the grounds or in the vicinity would be prohibited. 


Certainly no amusements other than clean, healthful and 


moral recreations would be permitted. 


< Nature seems to have created Piedmont Park for a public 


pleasure ground. It has been one for many years and has been 
improved to make it more attractive. It has a fine growth of 
noble irees, and is laid out in winding flower-bordered walks. It 
is "an ideal beauty spot centrally located. Why it should be spe- 
cially attractive to undesirable persons is difficult to understand. 


Mayor Craig has himself placed a valuation of $8000 per acre 


on the land comprised in Piedmont Park. Thirty acres of it, to- 
gether with many improvements and playground accessories, are 
offered to the municipality for $200,000. There seems no room 
to-cavil at the price. 


- But Mayor Craig says it will cost $35,000 to improve the tract 


for use as a public park. In view of the conditions existing there, 
this statement- is singular. Some tennis courts are all that is 
necessary, it would seem, to complete the equipment. Every- 
f'thjng else is there now—swings for children, and an open-air 
1 auditorium, etc. What else is needed? 


* Would not tennis courts, swings, etc., have to be constructed 


on-any tract the town of Piedmont might buy? Would it not be 
necessary to improve any grounds the municipality might pur- 
chase? If another park site were acquired it would have to be 
| planted with trees, shrubs and flowers and laid out in walks. All

I caled ;in Piedmont in point of natural beauty, and convenience of 
llolation.'* If "it were situated within the limits of Oakland the

New Policy of Practical Con 


servation Ordered by 


President. 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
11.—With- 


drawal of public lands for use rather 
than from use Is tho latest piece of 
practical conservation. The President, 
by executive order, under the with- 
drawal law has withdrawn from entry 
many tracts of unappropriated public 
lands which contain springs or small 
streams. Those watering places con- 
trol tho public range over large areas 
In Utah and Wyoming and the with- 
drawal of these lands will In no wise 
Interfere with the use of the springs 
or streams, but will, In fact, insure 
the possibility of public use. Control 
of watering1 places by strong private 
interests and the resultant monopoli- 
zation of grazing on the public domain 
are believed to be prejudicial to pub- 
lic interest, and the President regards 
the setting aside of these watering 
places for public use as serving a dis- 
tinct and beneficial public purpose, 
In harmony not only with the letter 
but with the spirit of the act of 1910. 
The three withdrawals already ap- 
proved by the President represent an 
aggregate area of about SO.OOO acres 
In six counties In ufah and Wyoming, 
and include tracts of public land 
known from the records of the United 
States geological survey and the gen- 
eral land office to contain 248 springs 
and streams. 
It is well known that In the Rocky 


Mountain and Pacific coast states 
there are many large areas of excel- 
lent grazing land In which the num- 
ber of places where water for man 
or beast can be obtained is relatively 
small. Some times the shortest dis- 
tance between "water holes" !s 10, 
20, or even 50 miles. Some; of these 
watering places are springs, some of 
them ponds of alkaline water, some 
of them small streams flowing down 
from adjacent hills or mountains and 
becoming lost on the edge of the 
desert. The lands In large part sup- 
port a growth of grass and email 
smsh, which Is excellent fodder for 
worses, cattle, or sheep, and as prac- 
jcally all these areas are government 
and they are "free range" for who- 
ever may care to graze his stock 
thereon. However, stock can not live 
without -water, and unless watering 
places are available to a stock owner 
t is impossible for him to utilize the 
range. 


PRACTICE IS BAD. 


As a result of thesa conditions it 


las cqme to be common practice In 
some parts of the "West for a big- cattle 
or sheep outfit to obtain possession 
of the few scattered water holes in a 
certain area and hy this means to 
monopolize the grazing- privilege al- 
most as effectively as If It actually 
owned every acre of the area. 
In 


consequence the small stock owner 
has been placed at a serious disad- 
vantage and In many localities has 
been forced out of business. 
This practical development of the 


conservation policy in order to pre- 
vent monopolization of the 
public 
grazing lands will not only Insure 
equal opportunity, under present con- 
ditions, but It prepares the way for 
Cuture legislation- 
Should Congress 
at any future time decide to pass a 
grazing law the retention of these 
watering places In ' public ownership 
will make, the enactment of a satis- 
factory law possible; whereas. If the 
water should pas's Into private hands 
the framing of a law providing for the 
control of grazing on the 
public 


domain would be useless, because the 
law Itself would be inoperative. 
The present action will really be 


beneficial 
to both large and small 
stock growers, although It will doubt- 
less not be pleasing to those who de- 
sire to exclude rivals from the range 
by acquiring the watering places 
themselves. 
The 
competition 
and 
struggle for existence; have In many 
places, however, grown so keen that 
even to the largest outfits the strife 
has become burdensome^ and to some 
of them, at least, the.iremoval of one 
of the-- causes of contention by the 
reservation of the springs and streams 
for the common use of all will be a 
decided relief. To the small stockman 
who has been fighting for existence 
and -who has seen his grazing area 
diminish year by year as he has been 
barred from this spring or from that 
stream, it -will be welcome news that 
the government has taken steps that 
will at least make the competition 
fairer.

MORE SALARY FOR 


SEASONED TEACHERS 


In Eleven States Annual Pay of 


Teachers Is Less 


Than $400. 


WASHINGTON, - May 11,—Both 
the 


bright ana the dark aide* of the- Amerl 
ran educational system are dlseuBsed by 
Dr. P. p. Claxton, the United State 
com-nlssloner of education. In his annua 
review of educational conditions, soon t 
be Issued for freft distribution by 
the 


United States bureau of education. 


Dr. Claxton notes that 
the 
avmatns 


number of days attended by eadh chl] 
enrolled In the publlo schools Increased li 
the first decade of this century by aJmos 
14 per cent. Neverthelesa, ha points out 
the averago daily attendance 
of thest 


children Is still only IIS days In ths year 
or leas than 6% months. Assuming tha 
this rate of attendance shall continue 
through tho 13 school years' (5 to 18), the 
average amount of schooling received by 
each child of the school" population wll 
be only 1046 days or a-little more than 
Eva years of ten school months each. 


The average monthly ealary for male 


teachers 1ms Increased about 38 per cen 
In the decade under discussion, while fe- 
male teachers are g-ettlng 27 per 
con 


more than In 1900. At tha same time the 
average wage for public school teacher 
all over the country, including teacher* In 
the wealthy cities and in the high schools 
Is less than J500, about $3 a day for th< 
actual number of days taught,

In this connection, Dr. Claxton says 
that it should be remembered that teach 
ers are expected to glves^helr entire time 
either to the actual work in the school- 
room, to school work which must be done 
out of school hours, or topreparlng them- 
selves, in summer schools and elsewhere 
for better service 
Clearly, there must be 


a large increase in the salaries of teach- 
ers before we may expect the efficient 
service which Is desirable. 


$400 AND LOWER. 


In pome states the wage scale for teach- 
ers fails far below the country-wide aver- 
age , Thus, Dr 
Claxton observes: 
"In 


eleven states the average annual salary 
for teachers Is less than $400; In elgtH 
It is less than $300; In two, less than $250. 
For salaries like this it is clearly Impos- 
sible to hire the sen-ices of men and 
•women of good native ability and suf- 
ficient scholarship, training and experi- 
ence to enablo them to do sa±1jpf»ctory 
work."

Continuing his . review, Dr. Claxton 


shows that the value of all public school 
propertv increased more than- 75 per cent 
in the first ten years of this century, but 
that even now It amounts to less than $40 
for each child of school a*e. Similarly, 
although the Income of public schools has 
Increased more than 83 per cent In .this 
period, Btlll even now It Is very low In 
many common-wealths. Thus th« expendi- 
ture for public education Is less than $B 
per capita In 25 states and less than 
$2 60 per capita In 10 states. 


HIGH SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Dr. Claxton also remarks that tha num 


ber of publlo high schools In this country 
, for the period 1900-1910 increased more 


than 70 per cent, and that the number of 
high school pupils Jumped mare than 78

"As for.the colleges and institutions of 
like grade, their productive endowment 
increased 65 per cent, tholr Incomes, ex- 
clusive of additions to endowments. In- 
creased 173 per cent, their faculties grew 
61 per cent, "and their,atudent bodies 67 
per cent. 
Here also Dr. Claxton says 


that much remains to be done. "Of the 
four or flve millions of young men and 
women of college age In the country, only 
about two hundred thousand aro doing 
college work In 
standard 
instituUoqs. 


Leas than 2 per cent do the full 
four 


years' work and take a degree. The best 
Interests of the civic and industrial life 
of tho country demand that a larger per 
cent of Its citizens should have th« prepa- 
ration for leadership and direction of af- 
fairs Which tha collates are supposed to 
give." 


In summarising. Dr. Claxton says:

second by the appreciation of culture. foi 
ItB'own sake,- wlth-Emerson-tu». the char- 
acteristic embodiment of this Ideal; the 
third 'by -the purpose to train .-original 
Investigators and scientific pioneers who 
should add .to the sum total. of human 
knowledge. 
The. last, or present., flpoctt 
was described as the era of democracy, 
when the effort- Is • being- made to give 
the lowest child of .poverty the training 
of every power he possesses, and every 
single task and art by which the com- 
monest man ' may find his livelihood In 
dignified. 
"The new purpose Is the training of on» 
total democracy In all the Infinite varie- 
ty of Its ability, to the end of the larg- 
est life.

When the rain ceased and the sun ap- 


peared at" 10 o'clock a weirdly desolato 
scene was disclosed. The streets of New 
Orleans were Inundated, tho water in 
several places being several 
feet deep.

Showing the Growth of 


Industry. 


In an interesting lecture given by B. 


S. Foljambe, editor of . the * Commercial 
Car Journal' of -Philadelphia, some sur- 
prising, statistics were given regarding- 
the automoille .industry. 


In his opening remark Mr. Foljambe 


quoted figures showing that In a brief 
period of not over twelve 
years, the 


manufacture of motor-driven vehicles has 
leaped Into the third place of Importance 
among the industries of this country. 


Twelve years ago there were not over 


3000 motor vehicles in use In America— 
now there are over 652,461, these being 
the registration flgures up to April, 1912. 


The- dally production of pleasure' cars 


during the year 1911 reached the surpris- 
ing figure of 700 per day and this num- 
ber will be exceeded at the present rate 
for 1912, one maker alone now produc- 
ing 10,000 cars a month'or at the rate 
of a complete car every minute and 21 
seconds. 


Commercial cars have not been a. fac- 


tor until the last three years. There 
are now over 200 American manufac- 


turers of pleasure cars, and 280 makers 
of trucks. 


Up to 1911, registration figures show 


25,451 commercial vehicles in use. 


It is significant of the recent Impetus 


in the manufacture of commercial cars 
that estimates place the production for 
1912 
at 30,000. 
Thus, in one year the 


total number of motor trucks in use will 
bo double. 
In a .canvass made, it was ascertained 


that some 73 per cent of all users of 
commercial cars, in every line of business 
throughout the United States, ara unani- 
mous In the opinion that the motor- 
driven truck is not only past the ex- 
perimental stage, but ranks with the 
telephones, telegraph, electric light and 
transportation llnnes 
Numerous quota- 


tions of letters from men in all kinds of 
business, were given, showing conclu- 
slvery that commercial cars are con- 
sidered more economical than 
fonrfer 


methods. 


In fact their use has opened up new 


territories, increased business and pro- 
duced 
satisfactory 
customers—while 


Iwith horses', or even by rail, these terri- 
tories were either inaccessible, or, too 
expensive to bnng within reach. Sev- 
eral instances were also given in which 
the trucks actually compete with the 
railroads and show a resultant saving. 


Mr. Foljambe expressed the belief that 


although the commercial car will un- 
doubtedly do all of the heavy hauling 
in our large cities, and gradually be ac- 
cepted throughout the country, as have 


the railroad, telegraph, 
telephone and 


other space annihilating inventions, yet 
the horse will never be -entirely dis- 
placed. He said it Is a mistake to as- 
sume that the horse will entirely dis- 
appear from our streets, as there will 
always be circumstances which will re- 
tain this faithful friend in the service 
of man.

The-fruit product last year is esti- 
mated at 82,103,610 pounds, not counting 
the amount cons -ned In local markets 
and homes adjacent to the orchards. 


HOME OF THE POTATO. 


Potatoes grow Jn Alameda county to 
such perfection that l£ is found profit- 
able to discontinue the 
cultivation of 


sugar beets on the hlsh-orlced lands In 
the Alameda district and plant the ground 
to potatoes. 


The reports of annual production are 


Incomplete, but without allowance for the 
portion not listed by the c&unty official 
charged with that duty, the showing is 
a splendid one. In 1910 the product of 
Irish potatoes on Ala^neda county land 
amounted to more than eighteen and a 
quarter million pounds, valued at $365,000, 
while the sweet potato crop amounted to 
more than three million pounds and was 
valued at $166.000. 


The production of potatoes In Alameda 


county has Increased steadily for several 
years and especially since it has been 
demonstrated thut there Is good money 
in the big Burbanks and other commer- 
cial varieties* The beat soil In Alameda 
county" yields a product of 75 to 90 sacks 
per acre steadily, over large areas. Rec- 
ord yields of 150 sacks per acre have been 
obtained. 


As In the case of other products of the 
Alameda county farms and orchards that 
go to provide food for the city dwellers, 
the potato grower profits by his nearness 
and ease of access to the Oakland mar- 
ket, where three-quarters of a. million 
consumers purchase their food supplies. 


EXTENSIVE GRAIN SUPPLIES. 


The rich valley lands and those on the 


alluvial coastal plain of Alameda county 
are too valuable for fruit growing and 
other purposes to permit of general grain 
raising at a profit Nevertheless, the offi- 
cial reports of the 
county statistician 


show that the grain crop of Alameda 
county last year was valued at $729,362. 
Adaptability of Alameda county soil and 
cilmate to raising cereal crops needs no 
further demonstration than that this crop 
was produced on 13,160 acres. 


The grain districts of Alameda county 
are mostly in the smaller valleys and on 
the broad plain of the I/lvermore valley 
in the eastern portion of the 
county. 


Around C&nterville, Niles, Alvarado, Hay- 
ward, ,,Flea*anton, Irvington and the old 
farm of ,tha^ Mission San Jose are also 
found grain fields. Wheat, barley, oats 
and corn are all raised, with barley the 
leader, this -betas the preferred 
grain 


feed for stock. 


The Alameda county sweet corn 
fbr 


table use is famous throughout the coast 
region, and a large quantity of this is 
supplied to the canneries and finds its 
way to'markets In all parts of the world. 
If the lands of Alameda county were not 
so admirably adapted to the production 
of a score of other staple crops, 
here 


would be one of the greatest grain grow- 
ing section of the Pacific Coast. 


BEET INDUSTRY IMPORTANT. 
' If the' climatic conditions were not BO 
admirable around Oakland and throughout 
Alameda county that luxuriant crops of 
fruit and vegetables are obtained with- 
out irrigation, this could readily 
have 


been made one of the foremost alfalfa 
raising district* In California. 


The soil In the valleys is admirably 


adapted to the growth of this great for- 
age plant, so thrifty Is the alfalfa in Ala- 
meda county, so large and rich in food 
properties the yield that there has been 
considerable acreage planted In the dis- 
trict near Alrarado, about ten miles east 
of Oakland. 


In the Alvarado district large tracts of 


land have^beeiTfor many years devoted to 
the, culture sf sugar beets, the first beet 
sugar factory !ri" the trhlt«d States having 
been established there. The factory has 
been most successfully operated up to 
this time, but the managers ar« facing a 
shortage of beets because farmers are 
finding It more profitable to use the land 
for other purjpo««», although the quantity 
and quality of beeU produced has shown 
nOj falling oft, but rather Increased the 
selling value of the beet crop since the 
starting of the enterprise. 


On some of these beet fields, alfalfa has 


been sown, arid under irrigation from ar- 
tesian wells the tonnage and quality of 
the hay and alfalfa products obtained 
hav« been jnost satisfactory. The game

The high valuo of the land 


and the ability to producn greater rev- 
enues from other uses will probably pre- 
vent 'a (general' cultivation of alfalfa in 
the future, as in the past This of itself 
tells the story of the rich returns to be 
obtained from the farm lands of this 
county when so great a revenue producer 
as alfalfa has to give way to even more 
profitable crops. 


Alameda Is one of the foremost celery 


producing counties In the United Stages. 
Within five miles of Oakland Is grown tho 
largest celery produced In North America, 
and the value of the annual crop of thin 
vegetable is more than a million dollars. 
According to the official report of Ala- 
meda county, tho celery crop marketed

Some QiflegtSoos amid Answers 


(By Ellen Jacque, 1449 High Street,'Oakland, Cal.) 


Q—We have been told that there is more money to be made 


with pheasants than with chickens. Is this true? How long 
does it take for pheasant eggs to hatch ? How many are put un- 
der a hen? What is the proper feed to use? Anything you can 
tell us about these birds will be appreciated. 


A—Some people might make more money with pheasants than 


with chickens, but that would not establish a rule. It is more a 
matter of a man's adaptability to and preference for the work. 
Hen eggs and chickens are staples and nothing else can ever take 
their place. But a few people are making money with pheasants. 
One Oregon woman sells her pheasants to market for $18.00 a 
dozen and a San Leandro woman has been getting that price, but 
as more people go into the business the price decreases. Pheas- 
ants have one advantage over chickens when kept in town. They 
are ornamental, make little noise and they can, in fact, must be, 
kept in a garden of shrubs and flowers. It takes twenty-three and 
twenty-four days (according to the variety) for pheasant eggs to 
hatch. Cochin Bantam hens are used ^o incubate them, and from 
ten to twelve eggs are put under a hen. The babies are fed after 
thirty-six hours on hard-boiled eggs, crackers and lettuce chop- 
ped fine. A custard made from milk and eggs and cooked very 
dry is also good. Chick feed and occasionally bird seed is fed 
them. Until they are two months old, they must have a meal of 
bugs of some kind every day. The very best thing in this line 
for them is maggots which can be Jiad by leaving a piece of meat 
exposed, but the small flat bug commonly known as the "sow 
bug" answers the purpose and it is not so repulsive to the care- 
taker. 


The yards in which pheasants are kept must be wired over and 


the roosts arranged in the^yards, but a shed must be provided so 
the birds can go in them out of the wind and rain. If there are 
trees in the yards, no other perches will .have,to be provided. 


At the State Game Farm at Hayward turkey hens are used to 


hatch the pheasant eggs and they are raised in fireless brooders, 
but for the small breeder the Cochin Bantam hens will give the 
best results. I am indebted to Mrs. Noack of Perry street, Oak- 
land, for information in regard to pheasants.
